Le but recherch* selon 1» invention *tait la conception 
d'une protection assurant la propret* totale d'un si6ge de 
5 cabinet d'aisance pour chacun des usagers. Comparativeoient & 
I'art ant*rlBur connu, le produit assure une hygiene totale sur 
I'abattant du sifege, et de par sa conception, il of ♦re une 
stability sup6rieure de positionnement. 

Selon 1' invention, la protection couvre-siftge du type 
10 r«alis« en aatiftre poly*thyl*ne est remarquable en ce «|u'elle se 
pr«sente sous la 4arme d'une housse susceptible de s'engager 
autour de I'abattant et le recouvrir en totality. 

La figure 1 est une vue en perspective illustrant une 
liasse d'une plural it* de protection couvre-si*geB. 
^5 La figure 2 est une vue de ci8t4 illustrant I'adapt*-

La figure 3 est une vue en coupe longitudinals illus- 
trant ladite housse. 

La protection couvre-slfcge est r«alis«e en une oiatiftre 
20 plastique telle que poly«thyl*ne ou autre. Elle peut ttre biode- 
gradable. Elle comprend tout d'abord et de pr6f«rence, une par- 
tie formant talon (1) pour la realisation de liasses. Une ligne 
de soudure ou ligne de pr6d6coupe (2) s6pare le talon de la par- 
tie utile de la protection <3). Celle-ci est 6tablie sous la 
25 forme d'une housse destin*e A s'engager et recouvrir totaleaent 
I'abattant du sifcge. Une ouverture <3a) est alnsi privue sur la 
protection A I'oppos* du talon. En varlante, on pr6voit une au- 
tre ligne de soudure ou ligne de pr6d*coupe transversale <4> 
pr*s de la bordure extrSme de ladite housse garantissant ainsi 
30 sa non-utilisation prfialable. La bande (5) extrSee adjacente & 
ladite ligne (4) est d6tach«e par simple traction manuelle 
autorisant alnsi I'engagement et le positionnement de la housse.

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ABSTRACT: 

The protective seat-cover of the type made from plastic 
material capable of 

being produced in bundles, and comprising a central opening 
in the shape of the 

lid of the toilet seat, is noteworthy in that the said 
protective article is in 

the shape of a cover engaging around the lid of the toilet 
seat by covering it 

entirely, with the said cover capable of being detached by 
means of a line 

linking it to the stub of the bundle. <IMAGE> 
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(54) Disposable toilet seat cover 

(57) A disposable toilet seat cover (10) comprises a sleeve (14) to fit over the seal, the sleeve having a central portion (1 6) 
omitted, or adapted to be readily removed, to enable normal use of the seat w'lXh the cover in situ . The cover is closed at 
one end (20) by a seam 22. The central portion (16) Is adapted to be readily removed by wealtening (24) therearound and 
has a hand-hold (26) formed, or adapted to be readily formed, therein to enable at least part of a hand to be passed through 
the central portion (1 6) to grip the same to remove It. The hand-hold (26) is formed by weakening (28) therearound or may 
beaslrt. Weakening (28) is w^eaker than wfeakenlng (24). Cover (10) may have a soft fining. Covers (1 0) may be provided 
in a roll, pack or pad, with weakening to allow separation therefrom.

BACKGROUKP TO THE lyVENTION 

This invention relates to toilet seat covers* 

The term "toilet seat" refers to the upper surface roiind 
a lavatoiry pan upon which the user sits. The term can be used for 
(a) the upper rim of a porcelain lavatory pan, (b) the member wtiicta 
overlies such rim and is usually ring-shaped (though a front portion 
of such ring may be omitted) , or (c) a member that overlies sucli 
ring-shaped member and has no central omitted portion. The toilet 
seat according to (b) and (c) is usually hinged at the back to the 
porcelain pan so that each can be lifted at the front from the pan. 

There are many toilet seats of type (b) in public use. 
Frequently » the intending user has little idea of the degree of 
cleanliness and hygiene of these and in many places, e.g. hotels, 
public houses, restaurants, theatres, cinemas, trains, ships, 
aeroplanes, stations, sports arenas, which list is by no means 
exhaustive, the seats are frequently found soiled or wet. The user 
then has to forego their use or, e.g., put down a layer of toilet 
paper to cover the seat. 
THE INVENTION 

The invention concerns toilet seats of type (b}» 

The invention consists in a cover as claimed in claim 1. 

Such a cover can avoid problems of hygiene as described above, 
can be made as readily available as toilet paper, or readily availab

from a vending nachine, or able to be carried around in packs of 
the saffle by tbe user, and can be readily disposable. 

If tbe sleeve is closed at one end, it is easier to fit on 
to a- toilet seat. For ease of manufacture, the end closure can 
be in the form of a seam and/or the sleeve can have said central 
portion, adapted to be readily removed by weakening therearound 

For ease of use, the central portion has a hand-hold formed p 
or adapted to be readily formed, therein to enable at least part of 
a hand to be passed through the central portion to grip the same to 
remove it. Such a hand*hold can be a hole in the central portion 
or can be adapted to be formed by weakening partly or wholly there- 
around, or can be adapted to be formed by a line (e.g. a straight line) 
of weakening which is simply broken by the hand being put therethrough. 
Preferably, the hand-hold weakening is substantially weaker than thie 
weakening around the central portion, so that the hand can first 
pierce the handhold without removing the central portion, and can 
then grip and remove the central portion readily. 

The cover can comprise plastics material, e.g. 80 gauge polythene, 
and/or paper. It may comprise a soft filling and, in one preferred 
form, the cover comprises an outer plastics portion having an upper 
double layer with a soft filling of fiocculent paper or plastics 
material. 

A preferred shape of the cover is substantially rectangular 
with an oval central portion, more preferably of outside dimensions 
about 40 cm x 45 cm with a central opening of major and minor 
diameters of about 20 cm and 25 cm. 



There can be provided a roll of covers, each embodying the 
invention and adapted to be separated from the roll by a line of 
weakening. 

Again, there can be provided a pack of covers each 
according to the invention and able to be withdrawn individually 

from the pack. 

Yet again, there can be provided a pad of covers, each 
according to the invention and attached at a line of weakening 
to a conxDon header.

Beferring to the drawings^ and more particularly agSo If 2 and 
3, a disposable cover 10 for a centreless toilet seat 12 of the 
n±ftable kind, comprises a sleeve 14 to fit over the seat 12, the 
sleeve having a central portion 16 adapted to be readily removed to 
enable normal use of the seat 12 with the cover 10 in situ. 
(Alternatively, the cover may be provided with -ttie portion 16 
already omitted, e.g. as seen in ago 5«) sleeve 14 may be 

open both at the back end 18 and front end 20, or it may be 
closed at one end 20o Tbis end closure is in the foim of a seam 22o 
!Qie sleeve 14 has its central portion 16 adapted to be readily 
removed by.^weakening ther^^^ound, along line 24o Tbls may 
conveniently be a line of slits or a line of perforations « The 
central portion 16 has a hand-hold 26 adapted to be readily formed 
therein to enable at least part of a hand to be passed through the 
central portion 16 to grLp the same to remove it, as shown in ago 3o 



Ohe handhold 26 is adapted to be formed a line 28 of weakening 
partly (as shown in Pig. l) or wholly therearound. A suitable 
hand^hold nay be formed by having aLnply a straight line of 
weakening. Alternatively, the hand-hold may already be formed, 
e.g. as a line cut 30 as exemplified In Kig. 4. In the embodiment 
shown in Pig, 1, the hand-hold weakening 28 is eubstantiaiay weaker 
than the weakening 24 around the central portion 16, so that a hand 
52 pushed through central portion 16 will first break weakening 28 
and can then, by gripping central portico Ifi break weakening 24 to 
remoTe central portion 16. 

CJover 10 as seen in Rigs. 1 and 2 comprises plastics material, 
preferably being made of 80 gauge polythene, that is preferably opaque 
vtoLte. Alternatively, cover 10 as shown in Fig. 5 may omprise 
paper, e.g. a kraft paper. In a completely different embodiment, 

as illustrated in Elg. 7, the cover 10 comprises a soft filling 33. 

between the lines 24, 42 and 43 
IBiis can be the same shape and size as cover IQ/in the Eig. 1 

embodiment. It comprises an outer plastics portion 54 (i.e. outside 

centre portion 16) having an upper double layer 36, 38 with a soft 

f<inr.g 33 of flocculent paper or plastics material. Ihis provides 

a soft cushion to overlie Itoe seat 12. As shown in lig. 7, the 

centre portion 16 is omitted or removed. 

In all the embodimenti shown, the cover is substantially

outside diameters about 40 cm x 45 cm with the central portion of

Alteioatlvely, 
there may be provided a pack 48, Iig.5, of the covers 10, each able to 
he Withdrawn ixidividually fro. the pack. Yet agaiii. there may be provided 
a pad 50 of the/covers 10, eac- attached at a line 2 of weakening (e.g. 
perforations or slits) to a common header 54. Bach cover 10 is 
detached from header 54 for use. This is useful for, e.g., hotels. 

Soft filling 33 may alternatively be provided by cushion- bubble 
plastics material, e.g. having k cm. hemispherical bubbles in hexagonal 
array, as is commonly used in packaging.

13. A cover as claimed in any preceding claim, comprising a soft 
fjLUijag. 

14o A cover as claimed in claim 13, comprising an outer plastics 
portion having an upper double layer with a soft filling of flocciJlent 
paper or plastics material. 

15. A cover as claimed in any preceding claim, vrtiich is substantially 

rectangular with an oval central portion. 

16 A cover as claimed in claim 16, which is of outside dimensions 
about 14 cm 3c 45 cm with the central portion of major and minor diameters 

of about 20 cm and 25 cm. 

17. A disposable cover for a centreless toilet seat of the liftable 
Mnd, and substantially according to any embodiment hereinbefore describedo 

IB. A disposable cover for a centreless toilet seat of -Bie liftable 
kind, and substantially according to any embodiment hereinbefore described 
with reference to and illustrated in ihe accompanying drawings. 

19. A roll of covers, each as claimed in any preceding claim and 
adapted to be separated from the roll by a line of weakeningo 

20o A pack of covers, each as claimed in any one of claims 1 to 18 
and able to be withdrawn individually ftom the pack. 

21o A pad of covers, each as claimed in any one of c la i ms 1 to 18 
and attached at a line of weakening to a common headero 

22« A roll, pack or pad of covers, substantially according" to aay 
eaabodlment hereinbefore described. 

23. A roll, pack or pad of covers, substantially according to 
embotont hereinbefore described with reference to aid'illustrated in the 
accompanying drawings.
